Purchase of a new truck by the An- 
tioch Rescue squad was announced 
yesterday by Herman Holbck, captain 
of .the squad. 

Arrangements with the Stoughlon 
Body Co., Stoughton, Wis., to con- 
struct a body for a Chevrolet chassis 
were made and it is expected that 
delivery will be made in March. 

The new truck represents the lost 
word in rescue equipment. It will be 
outfitted with inhalators, gas masks 
that will withstand any kind of fumes, 
physician's supplies, flexible grapp- 
ling hooks that gather but a minimum 
of weeds in lake dragging, Jacks 
strong enough to lift a freight car, 
and every kind of first aid need 
known. 

"Nothing in the way of making the 
truck the best outfitted first aid ve- 
hicle in the world will be spared," 
said Holbek. 

The squqd has decided to keep the 
old 'truck as an auxiliary vehicle so 
that it will be on reserve in event of 
more than one demand at one lime. 
It will be taken to fires because it 
contains a good search light. 

"I'm sure that when the new truck 
arrives those persons who gave to the 
Rescue Squad fund will feel that their 
money was well spent and that their 
[lives are more secure as the result 
of its purchase," said Holbek. 

The squad captain said that his men

The Problem of Depreciation 

A very serious problem facing agriculture and 
industry is the pr&ienl federal tax law as it applies to 
depreciation ot property and equipment of many kinds. 

Many people believe that an enterprise can keep 
on charging depreciation against equipment indefinitely, 
and can deduct tit.? amount from its taxes. This is the 
opposite of the truth. A concern Is not allowed to claim 
further depreciation on equipment once Its original 
cost has been deducted. 

The steel industry presents an excellent example 
of what this policy entails. That industry must gradually 
and in some cases rapidly replace extremely costly 
equipment which Is wearing out. The original value of 
the equipment ha:i been recovered through successive 
annual depreciation— and that, had prices remained 
stable, would have paid for replacements. However, a 
coke oven which cost $1,000,000 in 1916 now costs $3,- 
500,000. A mill-typo building costs 3s much as four times 
its 1035 price. So it goes, all down the line, with the re- 
sult that reserve! built up through depreciation arc now 
totally incapable of paying for needed new equipment. 

This would not be so serious if profits were con- 
sistently high. However, over the long term, what ac- 
countants call the profit ratios In steel and many other 
enterprises have been decreasing. Higher operating costs 
and taxes reduced rteel profits in 1945 to little more 
than half the 1941 level of net return on investment. 
As a consequence, Uii.; great basic industry is faced with 
one of the most ierious problems in its long hitory. 

Many other cnterpries, including farming, face 
a similar problem. The only workable solution seems to 
be prices which will bring a fair return to investors 
and at the same time* allow for replacement costs. 

* * * 

Mistaken Comparisons 

It may be human nature to compare current com- 
modity prices with those prevailing in 1939 or 1940 and 
conclude that we are now being robbed. But it isn't 
sound economies II ^oulil be equally sensible to com- 
pare 1940 prices with 1S40 prices and conclude that 
costs have been extortionate for decades. 

Another fallacy is to compare the conditions 



j following World War II with those which followed World 
{War I or some previous conflict, and to attempt to 
, draw exact parallels. As one of the greatest historians 
said, "Nothing is permanent but change," and what 
happened in 1920 and the succeeding years won't nec- 
essarily happen again. History may repeat Itself In 
principle, but not in detail. 

Everybody passes the buck on prices — just as 
everybody wants a low price when he buys and a high 
price? when he sells. This blindness to the facts of life 
has clouded the whole price problem. The workingman 
wants cheap food and clothing— along with all-time rec- 
ord wages. The farmer wants machinery at prewar 
prices— along with a reconl price for crop*. Of course, 
such a Utopia is an impossibility, and those who dance 
must finally pay the piper. 

Prices are high, llu: that doesn't mean they are 
artifically high. The major retail systems, both chain 
and independent, report lower unit profits than they 
earned seven years or so ago. Many manufacturers re- 
port a similar operating experience. Both production- and 
retail distribution are more efficient and less wasteful 
than ever before. The present price level is the inevit- 
able result of many forces, and is a perfectly natural 
development, regardless of what the trend may be in the 
future. 

* * * 

With Dignity and Confidence 

The sole threat to the peace of the world lies in 
the deterioration in relations between the United States 
and the Soviet Union, and the inability of these two 
powers to reconcile their policies. 

That problem will not be solved by "tough talk" 
—nor by implications that we can be just as war-like as 
Itussia. And it will not be solved by building up, among 
our own people, an almost pathological fear of Russia. 

Within their limitations, the Soviet leaders are 
realists. They are impressed by deeds — not by words. 
And that is true of all the European countries which 
sooner or later will have to make a choice between a 
totalitarian government and some form of democratic 
government. The influence and prestige of the United 
States will grow in direct proportion to what we do 
rather than what we say. 

We must, of course, maintain our military

T.B. Association Busy 
In Clinical Work and 
In Its Sale ot Seals 



Almost keeping pace with the con- 
tributions to the annual Christmas 
Seal Sale are the requests for the 
services of the Lake County Tuber- 
culosis association. 

Plans are under way for tuberculin 
testing in three large high schools 
in the county and twelve grade 
schools. Two industries arc consider- 
ing x-ray surveys for their personnel 
and employees. One hospital is ask- 
ing the service of the mobile x-ray 
unit in x-raying all employees and 
nurses. 

Clinics of the association in cooper- 
ation with the medical staff of the 
sanatorium continue three times 
weekly, Monday, Wednesday and Fri- 
day from R to 10 a. m. Owing to the 
Christmas holiday these clinics will 
not he held on December 24 and 2(5. 
From March 31, to October 1st, 1947, 
1.906 persons were examined in these 
clinics, coming from all parts of Lake 
county. With the resultant home 
visits from clinics and x-ray surveys 
there are very few idle moments in 
the hours of the nurses of the associa- 
tion. 

Along with this, the clerical work- 
ers in the office are not only kept 
busy in opening the Christmas Seal 
contributions arriving daily, but arc 
keeping records of x-raying and mail- 
ing out reports. This week a total of 
1.484 reports were mailed to partici- 
pants in x-ray surveys since Nov. 7. 
1D47.
